I will agt, trouble yau with any; thipg done .in;, /Fe/tminſter:Hall , lealr it 
ſhould be xcfeQed upqn, as arraignragthe Fuftice of the Nation,.I ſhall oply 
give you the Truth of 1it,; as it was betore it wentinthereand ſomething gf 
their witneſies. Were my Accufation as 7ompſoxand bis gang bavegizen 
out for being a Kidnapper or Stealey of Children, 1 muſt haveacknowledgedc 
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to have been abominable, for of all theft, rhe ſtealing of a Child is the great- 
eſt,” nothing being ſo dear in the wor}d' ro Parents as their Children, and I 
bleſs God, in my whole life, 1 never ſent over Sea, Man, Woman, or Child, 
without their free conſent. The,matter of Falt intruth (for which Iam now 
troubled) isthis;: In March ft was two years, I ſent ſeveral workmen, as 
Carpentcrs and others upon Wages to Famaica, we came down to/take water 
at Billing ſgare," bir the Tide Was not ready, T had beſides my workmen a boy 
buund ro me by Juſtice Daſbwood of Hackney, to ſend toFamaice, being a poor 
bcy he had kept ; I had alſo with mea boy of Mr. Alexander Hoſeas, bound 
ro him by his fiiends, to go roFamaica, We wentinto an houſe, ro ftay till 
the Tide was rgady,-and bought ſome-Pipes,  Tobaeco and-Brandy; torake 


withus 51 the boar, we had nor been long in-the houſe, bur (as boys uſe to: 


do, who cannot fit long 1n a place) the rwo boys went out toplay upon the 
Key or Whart, they had-ogr been there long, but another boy, one Richard 
Ceviter, as he ſaid his name was, came to them, and diſcourſing togecher, 
the fa.d Civicy underſtanding they were going to Sea,told them he would g9 
to0, whereupon the boys came and told me, there was a boy would go to 
Sea with them, I bid them bring him in, whereupon he came, . when. ſaw 
hit, Trold tim 7 ſuppoltd he'was fome'mans Sox, or Servant, therefore 
would not meddle with' him, *and bid fiim goand mind his Fathers or Maſters 
buſineſs, he'replied rome, He had neither Father, Morh:r, , nor Maſter, © nor 
any friend he knew of, where he might have Bread, yet 7 was not ſatisfied, 
byt bid him begon, would nor medd{e with him, ſo he went our, andthe 
bo#galſo, and ZthoughtT was quir'gf him, but rhe-rwo orher boys wear in- 
dey) boat, and-this Givitey alfo, unknown to me, went with'them, when 
ce 7 ide was ready, the water-inencalled us rogo, and when we came into 
the boat and found there alfo-Ciyzrer, Tbid him be gon out, for 7 would have

. Thusas brief as I can, Z7have given you the truc matter of FaQ, and all 
that then appeared tome, how and in what manner the Boy came to me, 
and how dilpoſed of ; fo 7 wiſhed them a good Voyage ; and all my expe- 
tation and hope in this boy, was that God might make him an honeſt man, 
and when God blefſcd him tobe for kimleif, tie m.ght remember that Gud 
had raiſed him a friend here, to take that care of him, and provide for him, 
being then- taken by. me to be Fatherlefſs, Motherlcfs,. Friendicls, and help- 
lets, and as the boy ofreau ſaid. his condition was {uch, or elſe 1 had never 
medled with him ; for it is well known td moſt Merchaats, .that its-no gaz, 
burcommonly and moſilyi/z/s, for any man to ſend over' any Boys, Girls, or 
Women. to Zamaica, and that. # had. very ggod Witnelles to proye at this ve- 
Ty time, and in this Ship there were two boys bigger then C:vit:r, and by 
cunlent ot their friends ſent, who wellclearhed them, and beſides gave Mo» 
ney tothz Merchants to fend them to ZFamaicz;to be imploy ey in Plantations, 
and I dare be bold to ſay, that to this time neither Planter nor Merchant 
rothe laid ſand will take any ſuch buy wichoue Money, for they are at con- 
liderable chargeof keeping, and are of little uſe for fume years z and indeed 
were there ſafety tothe Plaiterand the Ifland ; 7am ſurethe fewer white fer- 
vants any Planter has, the: more it would be tor his profit ; but there ha- 
ving been ſome dilturbance by the Blacks, and the Government finding ir 
m ght be of dangerous conſequence, therefore made an AQ for the future, 
every Llantation ſhould have cne H#hite ſervant , to erery ten Blacks, being 
intended only for the ſecertty of. the land, and it is not the profit as 1 [aid bes 
tore, but au /acreale uf charges tothe Planters ; w hat profit theres, comes: 
our of the labour of the Blacks, who have little more for their food, then the 
Earth produceth, and indeed that is very good, it producing {cveral goed 
F1 wits and Roots, and having many good green' Peale, *for many Months in 
the year ; ſometimes if the Maſter ot the Plantatic n be good xatured and kind, 
be willallow has ſacks falr Fiſh or Fleſh once a week, ind with-this they are 
tor the molt part well contented and very thankful, acknowledging they live 


better there then they did intheir own Country trom whence they came, and 


yet the great labour of allthe Plantation is done by the Zlatks, rhe Fhites 
buſineſs being chicfly to overlook the Blacks, and ro keep them in awe. 7 
darc boldly ſay ao /Fhite ſervant in Famaice, works near ſo hard as many 
of our Husbasdmen ia this Country, or doth much more then halfthe work 
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of a#latk, and yet is more chargeable in keepitig then five B/acks, and this 
argument alone is enough, to ſatisfie any 'man ; that no Planter in his wus 
will keep more ##h:teſervants than the Zawot the Country coimmands him, 
but leisif he could ; Ihavealready given you the food of the Blacks, which 
15 all their charge, only once a year {0 much B/:w Zzpnen, as will cover their 
Nakedneſs, and a knit. Cap of about eight pence a piece ; now the Charges 
of every White Seryant isas followeth, every year new C/ad from top to toe, 
belides recruits within the year, . of Shoos, Stockings, and Shirts and other 
things, and for their dyet, not only all that the earth produces as the Blacks 
have, bur over and above by a& of the Country, as /am informed is allowed 
{even pound weight of Flſb and Fiſh every week, which is a pound a day ; 
now with good Fruits and'Roots, and the bread ofthe Country, which 1s ve- 
ry g92d,for | heard Sir Zhom.u Muddiford when living heresſay he had rather 
eat it then ours here, this /lay with a pound of Fiſh or Fleſh a day, /ſuppole 
will not be accounted by any reaſonable man a ſhort Commons, and it this 
be not duly allowed them, the ſervants upon complaint to a Juſtice of the 
Peace, ſhall be immediately relieved, and the Planter ſeverely chekr. Now 
by ail this, let every man judge whether white Servants are hardly dealt 
with, during their Term there, and when they come out-of their times, 
they have a portion of ground allotted them where they may plant them- 
lelves, and if careful and diligent with Gods blcfſing, may live very comtor- 
tably and well : Zhave kngwn ſome my ſelf has ace gone over ina low 
condition,, yet now have arrived to Bitates'of above One thouſand pound 
Sterling , per anunm ,. and theſe are Planters; though now the price of 
—_ being very low, the Planter hath not. thar encouragement as for: 
meriy. | | | 
And now having given you an account of the care taken for the body of - 
every white ſervant, {ball give you ſome account of what proviſion is made 
for his ſes! allo; by an Att of the Country, every Parifh in the Iſland is to 
allow to their Pariſh Miniſter, 100/. Sterling per annum, and beſides there is 
many good Gifts, and if there be not 2 good Miniſter in every Pariſh, it is 
not the fault of rhe. Government, for they are willing to: give good encou- 
ragement tor good mea to come to them, I wiſh every Pariſh in Zngland 
were able to allow every good Preaching Miniſter 100/. per annum ; but this 
1sadigreſſion. Now toreturn to my firſt intended deſign to lay open before 
you, what farther Circumſtances hath come to the knowledg of me, fince 
my ſending the boy away, as aforeſaid : About a year and aquarter after
